Wireless 
Chain 
on 
Lake 
Superior. 


Duluth, April 5.— W hen the season 
of navigation opens on Lake Superior 
this month not a point on this great­ 
est body of fresh water in the world 
w ill be beyond the reach of the wire­ 
less instruments. 
A boat carrying wireless equipment 
cannot find a nook in the great ex­ 
panse of water where her signals can­ 
not be heard by one of the wireless 
stations. 
This is due to the fact that 
the first Booth line boat out of Duluth 
to Isle Royale. Sunday, carried the 
complete wireless equipment for a sta­ 
tion on Isle Royale. 
The wireless station w ill be set up 
at Washington harbor and this will 
complete the chain of stations on Lake 
Superior. 
W ith stations at Port A r­ 
thur, (.rand Marais, Duluth, Isle Roy­ 
ale, Calumet and Marquette, the wire­ 
less system has a complete circuit of 
the lake, and a boat will never be 
more than IOO miles from a wireless 
station and relief in case of emer­ 
gency.

The Republican pap*, r Ragione says 
that what happened shows the nar­ 
rowness of mind of the paual sc cre- 
tary cif state, while Mr. Roosevelt ad­ 
m irably maintained a decorous dig­ 
nity. 
“ The 
rudeness 
of 
Vatican 
diplo­ 
macy." the paper says, “ will augment 
his popularity among the American 
people.” 
The whole Vatican press takes as 
a basis for comment the statement 
which appeared in the 
Osservatore 
Romano, Hie official organ of the Vat­ 
ican. which explained that the Vatican 
could not risk a repetition of tile Fa ir­ 
banks incident, "it being known to all 
Romans and foreigners.” the 
paper 
continues, “ what the Methodist church 
here is. 
It is the center of all hos­ 
tility against the spiritual power of 
the supreme pontiff in his own seat, 
a center from which radiates all en­ 
couragement. material and moral sup­ 
port of a propaganda in Rome favor­ 
ing apostasy. 
"There was not, therefore, any of­ 
fense against Mr. Roosevelt s freedom 
of action and conscience,” the paper 
continues, “ as he could freely attend 
elsewhere to the duties of his religion. 
What was asked was only that Mr. 
Roosevelt abstain from placing the 
authority and prestige of his name at 
the service of 
the very 
institution 
which directs, by calumny and open 
rebellion, a disloyal war against the 
Catholic church in its own metropolis. 
Thus there was no imposition and no 
minimizing of anybody's liberty, but 
simply the accomplishment and the 
defense on the part of the supreme 
pontiff of the duties and rights strict­ 
ly connected with his own spiritual 
power.”

Washington, April 5.— W h at to do 
about the tariff as an issue is a prob­ 
lem that is worrying Republican na­ 
tional leaders. • A few weeks ago they 
thought they had it settled. 
They 
had concluded that there was just one 
thing to do about the tariff— make it 
the issue in the impending campaign 
and stand 
r fall on the popular ap­ 
proval or disapproval of the Payne- 
Aldrich law. 
The Republican congressional com­ 
mittee decided that this was the only 
course' to be pursued and laid its plans 
to force the tariff issue aggressively. 
An educational campaign w as outlined. 
The literature to be disseminated by 
the committee was to consist prim ar­ 
ily of tariff arguments and the spell­ 
binders to be sent out on the hustings 
were to be men who could present tile 
tariff effectively from a Republican 
standpoint and they were constantly 
to dwell upon that issue. 
Developments of 
the 
past 
week, 
how ever, have been such as to raise a 
serious doubt in the- minds of thought­ 
ful party mon as to whether it really 
would be wise to lay so much stress 
on the tariff as an issue*. 
The jesuit 
of the special congressional election 
in the Fourteenth Massachusetts dis­ 
trict, where a Republican m ajority of 
14,000 was changed into a Democratic 
m ajority of almost half that much, 
was a terrible jolt to the tariff cham­ 
pions. 
Eugene N. Foss, the successful 
Democratic candidate in that fight, in­ 
sists that he won solely on the tariff 
issue. 
Moreover, 
the 
Republican 
insur­ 
gents in the senate who voted against 
the Payne-Aldrich bill have made it 
known that they will reopen the tariff 
debate on the floor of the senate be­ 
fore the present session is permitted 
to adjourn. 
Another feature of the situation that 
is discouraging to the regulars is the 
persistent report that President Taft 
takes anything but an optimistic view 
of the outlook. 
He is credited with 
the sentiment that a tariff law always 
defeats the party that enacts it and 
is said to be more than half convinced 
that the election of a Democratic ma­ 
jority in the next house is almost as 
certain as that an election w ill be

BILL

magarine bill repealing all existing 
oleo laws, reducing the tax on oleo 
and establishing new regulations for 
its manufacture and sale. 
The bill is 
said lo meet the approval ct the sec ­ 
retary of the treasury, the department

revenues. 
The bill changes the name 
of 
oleomargarine to 
margarine. 
It 
classes renovated butter and adulter­ 
ated butter with margarine. 
Adulterated butter is defined as that 
made 
by 
mixing, reworking cr 
re­ 
churning in milk or cream, refining, or 
in any way producing a uniform puri­ 
fied or improved product from differ­ 
ent lots of melted or unmelted butter 
or butter fat through the addition of 
acid, alkaloid or chemical. 
Renovated butter is that subjected 
to processes by which it is mtlted, 
clarified or refined and made to re­ 
semble 
genuine 
butter. 
Manufac­ 
turers of margarine are to pay a li­ 
cense of $600 a year. 
\\ holesalers! or 
those selling in quantities over IOO 
pounds, $125 a year; retailers, who 
sell in quantities under IO pounds, $6 
a year. Manufacturers must give bond 
of $5,000 and file statements of the 
quantities of materials used.

NEBRASKA LAW NOT VALID 


Supreme Court Declares Railroad Stat­ 
ute Unconstitutional. 


Washington, April 5.— Emphasizing 
the rights of railroads, the supreme 
court of tho United States declared 
unconstitutional the law of Nebraska 
requiring railroads to build switches 
to 
all 
grain 
elevators 
along 
their 
tracks upon request, and called a halt 
on the attempt of the state of Arkan­ 
sas to penalize an interstate railroad 
for failure to supply cars enough to 
accommodate 
intrastate 
traffic. 
In 
announcing toe opinion of the court in 
the Nebraska case Justice Holmes as­ 
serted that although the state pos­ 
sessed certain police powers, and that 
railroads must fulfill th*1 purposes for 
which their charters were granted, 
yet "railroads, like other owners of 
property, have rights that are protect­ 
ed by the Constitution.” He held their 
property could not bf* taken without 
compensation, as he said the law pro- I 
posed to lo in requiring the roads to 
build 
switches to the 
elevators 
in 
question. 
Among other decisions th*1 court 
held that the business of a correspon­ 
dence school, w ith pupils In various 
states, was interstate commerce, and 
upheld the act of Arkansas prohibit- j 
ing drumming up of business by phy­ 
sicians and hotelkeepers ou trains in j 
that state.

Has 
N e w 
Plan 
to 
Educate 
City 
Youngsters and Others In Agricul­ 
tural Trades on a Farm In North 
Carolina. 


A gift of several hundred acres In 
North Carolina for the establishment 
anti equipment of a settlement and a 
school of farming anil allied trades for 
boys was offered to his parish the otli 
cr night by the Rev. Dr. Oscar Hay 
wood, pastor of the Baptist Church of 
the Covenant, in 
West Thirty-third 
street, New York cit'. 
His plan is to 
take city horn lads arid boys of the 
landless classes of the south to the 
farm and to make practical fanners of 
them 
Dr 
Haywood announced his 
plan to his congregation at a musical 
servile for tin* benefit of the special 
work for boys which is conducted bj 
the church. 
Iii announcing his gift he 
said : 
‘‘I offer to the people of New York 
city and 
my 
lifelong 
neighbors 
iii 
North Carolina several hundred acres 
of land now eultivated as a cotton 
farm as the ground and a foundation 
on which to establish and equip a set­ 
tlement and a school of fanning and 
allied trades for boys, city born and 
from families of tin* landless class in 
the south. 
The farm Is on the lower 
border of the middle I'led mon t section 
of North Carolina. 
About one-fourth 
of ii is open to cultivation, the rest be 
in*g carefully protected forest of all va 
Pieties of native trees. 
"The plan, which 
I am carefully 
working out and details of which xviii 
be printed when ready, Is to incorpo­ 
rate flu* best features of the schools In 
which useful kinds of knowledge are 
taught, with systematic farming chief 
Iv emphasized, the Idea being to re 
store the free and independent life of 
the o re time plantation boy. 
There 
will be a settlement of negro boys on 
the farm under the supervision of ne 
groes ” 


Reasons For His Enterprise. 
One of the reasons which led him to 
suggest the enterprise, Dr. Haywood 
said, was the depletion of the fanning 
population in North Carolina and other 
southern states. 
“The sweetest country In the world, 
originally rich in every propitious cli* 
ment of climate and still, once thickly 
settled with well to do and thrifty 
farmers, ha* been deserted by 
the 
landowners and abandoned or turned 
over to negroes, who occupy the farms 
under lease or mortgage,” the preacher 
added. 
“When statem ents of the acre­ 
age owned by negroes are published 
as an 
evidence of their 
wonderful 
progress, tables of statistics as to the 
mortgaged arca should be printed also. 
At the I tost not more than 2d per cent 
of tho land owned by negroes is free 
from mortgage 
“A misplaced emphasis In current 
methods of education is misdirecting 
tin* energies of the world. 
The edit 
'■ated man is Tm in tin* country for 
all useful purposes 
Beys do tn t re­ 
turn to the farms when taken from 
th -rn and put through college for the 
reason that tin* tilings they have learn­ 
ed cannot lie utilized in that environ­ 
ment.”

Would Begin With Young Boys. 
“The congested population of this 
city would find, happy relief on the 
abandoned farms of the south, where 
the cost of living will turn to the prof­ 
it of living. 
The mature life native 
to the city will not leave it; hence 
begin with the boys, taking them from 
six years to twelve, and let them grow 
up on the farm 
They will never get 
ever it. 
"There is a growing demand every­ 
where for trained, practical, skilled 
farm 
laborers 
and 
superintendents. 
Never did the farm call so loudly as 
now. 
Thither science is turning with 
irrigation, soil making, forestry and 
improved implements and its hand­ 
maiden, art, 
with architecture and 
landscape gardening. 
The south xviii 
be the great center of agricultural de­ 
velopment for the next quarter of a 
century ” 
The pastor said lie had received as­ 
surance that the enterprise would re­ 
ceive support botli in New York city 
and in North Carolina.
